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FROM  THE  HEADMASTER 


Much  is  made  in  the  educational  world  these  days  of  the  pursuit 
of  excellence,  and  rightly  so,  for  it  is  something  that  all  schools 
should  strive  towards.  But  just  exactly  what  is  it  we  mean  when  we 
talk  of  excellence?  In  the  school  setting  many  think  only  in  terms 
of  academic  standards  and  test  scores  and  getting  in  to  the  right 
college  -  all  of  which,  for  the  average  person,  may  sound  rather 
dull.  Not  that  it  should  be,  of  course,  and  such  matters  are  of 
paramount  importance.  The  setting  of  goals  and  achieving  them 
takes  hard  work,  it  is  the  stuff  of  daily  life  for  many  of  us,  and 
excellence  is  impossible  without  that  kind  of  groundwork.  But 
excellence  is  something  more  than  this. 

What  image  in  the  adult  world  comes  to  mind  when  you  think 
of  excellence?  If  you  are  involved  with  sports,  it  might  be  the  sky 
hook  of  Kareem  or  the  grace  and  controlled  power  of  Steffi  Graf.  In 
cars,  it  could  be  the  design  of  a  Ferrari,  the  lines  of  a  Lamborghini, 
or  the  engineering  of  a  Mercedes.  In  music,  it  may  be  the  latest 
electronic  wizardry  of  your  new  stereo  playing  a  favorite  piece  of 
music. 

One  thing  excellence  assuredly  is  not,  is  dull.  For  it  involves 
exceeding  goals,  jumping  right  out  of  yourself,  living  on  the 
farthest  limits  of  your  imagination.  It  is  Greg  Luganis  needing 
perfect,  final  dives  to  win  the  gold  -  and  making  them.  But  it  is  also  one  of  our  students  in  the  inter-house  swim 
meet  improving  on  his  previous  time.  It  is  Sebastian  Coe  coming  off  the  final  bend  in  the  Olympics  or  Flo-Jo 
powering  down  the  straight,  but  it  is  also  one  of  our  Cavendish  Boys  in  the  Centenary  Run  running  a  kilometer 
for  the  first  time.  It  will  be  the  invention  of  the  first  effective  AIDS  vaccine  but  it  is  also  when  a  student  really 
grasps  the  Physics  of  how  a  rainbow  is  formed.  It  is  Meryl  Streep  playing  Sophie  or  Isak  Dinesen  but  it  is  also, 
when  studying  literature,  the  first  time  you  really  get  inside  the  skin  of  another  character. 

True  excellence  is  the  surge  of  confidence  that  comes  when  you  know  that  you  have  gone  beyond  what  you 
thought  you  were  capable  of,  whether  it  takes  place  on  paper,  on  the  sports  field  or  on  a  keyboard,  computer  or 
piano.  It  is  the  essence  of  excitement;  of  being  truly  engaged  at  every  level  of  your  being;  of  being  turned  on,  not 
by  someone  or  something  external,  but  by  a  sense  of  your  own  potential. 

Some  six  years  ago  in  the  United  States,  the  National  Commission  on  Excellence  in  Education  produced  a  report 
entitled  'A  Nation  at  Risk'.  In  that  report,  excellence  was  defined  as  follows:  'At  the  level  of  the  individual  learner, 
excellence  means  performing  on  the  boundary  of  individual  ability  in  ways  that  test  and  push  back  personal 
limits'.  This  definition  has  little  to  do  with  test  scores  or  what  you  need  to  know,  but  it  has  everything  to  do  with 
setting  your  own  standards  as  high  as  you  can  make  them.  It  is  not  standardized,  it  is  highly  individual.  It 
reminds  us  that  excellence  is  not  static,  that  it  is  not  something  that  we  achieve  once  and  for  all,  that  it  is  a 
constant  challenge  for  growth  and  improvement,  that  it  involves  risk  and  stretching  and  sometimes  falling  short, 
and  that  for  each  of  us  there  can  be  those  magical  moments  when  we  know  that  we  have  been  at  our  very  best. 

Every  child  in  every  school  should  have  both  the  chance  and  the  opportunity  to  develop  mind  and  body  and 
spirit  to  the  utmost,  for  that  is  what  excellence  is  all  about,  and  as  you  will  see  from  the  achievements  of  our 
students  in  this  year  book,  at  Saltus  they  have  many  opportunities  to  do  just  exactly  that.  And,  as  has  often  been 
said,  a  man  s  mind  stretched  to  a  new  idea,  never  goes  back  to  its  original  dimension.

THE  DUKE  OF  EDINBURGH'S  AWARD  SCHEME 


The  Duke  of  Edinburgh's  Award  Scheme  operates  at  three  levels,  Bronze,  Silver  and  Gold  and  at  each  level  it  is 
divided  into  four  sections.  A  candidate  must  undertake  an  expedition,  a  hobby  or  skill,  a  sport  and  a  service  at  each 
level  before  gaining  his  award  and  then  moving  onto  the  next  level.  Success  at  any  given  level  is  a  reflection  of  the 
candidates'  determination  and  application.  This  year  at  two  Government  House  ceremonies  the  Governor  presented  5 
boys  with  awards.  Fraser  Allen  and  Mark  Wheddon  received  Gold  Awards  while  Douglas  Parker,  Brian  Perry  and  Mark 
Randall  received  Bronze  Awards.  Mark  was  also  interviewed  for  the  ZBM  local  news  and  gave  a  good  account  of  The 
Award  Scheme  to  viewers. 

The  ever  popular  expedition  section  saw  candidates  at  their  best  or  worst!  A  Bronze  expedition  which  finished  with 
an  overnight  camp  on  Burt  Island  failed  to  tire  the  candidates  who  spent  most  of  the  night  crashing  through  bushes. 
They  were,  however,  very  tired  the  next  morning  and  one  individual  was  heard  to  say  as  he  was  roused  to  get  up  in  the 
morning,  "But  it's  still  dark!"  before  undergoing  a  relapse  and  returning  to  hibernation. 

A  Gold  expedition  to  Algonquin  Park  which  resulted  in  success  for  ten  candidates  was  followed  by  the  now 
traditional  visit  to  a  pizza  house.  Pizzas  bigger  than  football  pitches  were  consumed  by  the  hungry  mob  who  succeeded 
in  placing  the  largest  order  ever  taken  by  the  restaurant! 

The  Scheme  is  only  able  to  operate  due  to  the  time  given  up  by  many  staff  at  the  school  as  well  as  outside 
individuals  and  agencies  who  add  their  expertise  to  help  young  people  develop  to  their  full  potential.  The  copies  of 
pages  from  record  books  (opposite)  attest  the  scope  of  the  scheme  and  the  range  of  people  who  assist  in  its  success.

COMPUTER  CENTRE 

This  year  saw  the  re-equipping  of  the 
Computer  Centre.  The  aging  Apple  computers 
were  moved  to  the  new  Audio  Visual  Room 
and  were  replaced  with  a  much  more  up-to- 
date  system  of  computers. 

The  system  is  a  network  of  IBM  compatible 
NIMBUS  computers  running  an  operating 
system,  based  on  MS  Networks,  designed 
specially  for  schools.  The  software  library 
with  the  system  includes  MicroSoft  Works, 
Windows,  Multiplan,  Word,  Excel,  Aldus 
Pagemaker,  Pascal,  Basic,  Logo,  Paintbrush 
and  a  Computer  Aided  Design  package. 

The  beauty  of  the  system  is  that,  as  all 
programs  and  files  are  stored  on  a  central 
60Mb  hard  disk,  students  simply  sit  down  at 
tho  computer,  enter  their  name  and  password 
and  they  can  then  access  all  the  programs  and 
tli'  ir  own  files  without  the  need  for  any 
floppy  disks.  They  all  have  a  connection  to 
the  printer  saving  the  need  for  a  printer  at 
each  work  station. 

Each  workstation  h;is  1Mb  of  memory,  a 
floppy  disk  drive  and  a  niousc.  Light  of  the 
'.tations  have  cf)lour  monitors.  A  topology  of 
ttic  riflwoik  is  shfjwn. 
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Although  smaller  groups  thar\  last  year, 
e  Post-Graduate  and  Professional  Studies 
asses  of  '90  have  been  equally  successful 
ith  in  terms  of  college  admissions  and  in 
e  contribution  they  have  made  to  the 
hool  and  local  communities. 
All  of  those  students  wishing  to  continue 
eir  education  abroad  have  been  accepted 
to  colleges  and  universities,  the  majority

What  is  particularly  pleasing, 
owever,  is  that  over  one-third  of  the 
rofessional  Studies  class  have  opted  to 
jmain  at  Saltus  for  a  second  year  to 
omplete  the  Post-Graduate  program  and 
lereby  strengthen  their  foundation  for 
Diversity  entrance.

Basketball;  and  Erika  also  won  the  high 
jump  event  in  the  Secondary  Schools'

Congratulations  should  also  go  to  Jason

examination,  an  honour  usually  gained  by 
older  and  more  experienced  candidates.
